Fund five will be used to send Our Sunday Visitor to many thousands of scat- 
tered people, who are in sore need of instruction, and who have not the’ advantage 
of Sunday Mass and sermon. At present it costs us a cent of 50 cents to mail our 
op 52 times to any address.
